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BIOGRAPHICAL SKETCH - BRIGADIER GENERAL 
LELAND SMITH W5KL SK 


Brigadier General Leland Smith was retired while on active duty at the Marine Corps Recruit Depot, San 
Diego, on June 30, 1970 after thirty-six years reserve and active service in the Navy and the Marine Corps. 
Enlisting in the Naval Reserve in 1934 when he was 20 years old and serving aboard a destroyer as a radio 

operator, he was discharged in January, 1937 to enlist in the 19th Battalion, Fleet Marine Corps Reserve. 

Advancing to the rank of sergeant major, he was appointed as a Second Lieutenant in the Marine Corps in 

1940 while on active duty at the Marine Barracks at Portsmouth, Virginia. With the exception of warrant 

officer, he served in every enlisted and officer rank of the Marine Corps. 

General Smith was on duty throughout and following World War II and was awarded the Bronze Star with 
combat V with three battle stars. He served as Electronics Officer for the Fleet Marine Corps Pacific Air 
Command during the Korean conflict. He was later awarded the Legion of Merit. 

During his years as a reserve officer on inactive duty, General Smith commanded several reserve organiza- 
tions and as Brigadier General represented the Commandant of the Marine Corps at a number of events 
where the Commandant could not be present. He is a past national President of the Marine Corps Reserve 
Officers Association. 

While stationed in Washington, DC, General Smith earned bachelor and master of arts degrees at George 
Washington University. His last civilian position was with the National Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta where he served several years as Chief Finance and Budget Officer and as a Congressional budget 
witness for that organization. 

General Smith was married to the former Helen Doernenburg and has three sons. He and his wife lived in 
Newton and Boone Counties for over twenty-seven years where he has been active in a number of chari- 
table and patriotic organizations 


Reflecting back on my life, I proudly acknowl- 
edge how thankful I am for my birth and childhood 
in the Ozarks and how fortunate I have been to re- 
turn in my retirement years. During my over thirty- 
seven years combined federal service as a civilian 
and career reservist in the Marine Corps, I am con- 
vinced that my heritage contributed to my outlook, 
good fortune, and happiness. My parents, descendants 
of early settlers in Southern Missouri, lived briefly 
in Joplin where I was born early in 1914. 

My great-great-grandfather Levi Smith emigrated 
with his family from Tennessee to what is now Barry 
County, Missouri in the early 1800s. He later died 
and was buried alongside the wagon trail while en 
route to California to search for gold. Fortunately, 
handed down to me are excerpts of my great-grand- 
father Absolom Smith’s handwritten ledgers begin- 
ning in 1840, which | still treasure. My grandpar- 
ents, Adam Smith (a Methodist Church, South, cir- 
cuit rider) and his wife Louisa Jennings Smith, moved 
across the Arkansas border to a farm near Eureka 
Springs in 1918, where he died a few months later 
during the flu epidemic. In Eureka Springs, I started 


school in a red brick schoolhouse that was destroyed 
by fire a few years ago. 

It was in Eureka Springs at the first Armistice 
Day celebration on November 11, 1919 that I saw 
my first soldiers. They were participating in the shoot- 
ing down of an effigy of the German Kaiser from the 
trolley line in front of the Basin Park Hotel. 

During the winter of 1920, my grandmother took 
me to Birmingham, Alabama where one of her sons 
(my uncle) was principal of a public school.’ Thus 
ended my childhood in Arkansas, but I still have vivid 
memories of my life on the farm and in downtown 
Eureka Springs. 

My uncle and benefactor provided my grand- 
mother and myself with a place to live and living 
expenses until he died following a stroke in the early 
thirties. We became wards of the American Red Cross 
for our food supplies. My introduction to quasi-mili- 
tary life came in 1933 when I qualified for enroll- 
ment in the Civilian Conservation Corps and was sent 
to a camp on the grounds of Fort. McPherson in At- 
lanta, Georgia. This was a processing camp, com-

man tents and were outfitted in surplus World War I 
khaki uniforms. 

I will never forget my first meal in an Army mess 
hall. I learned to use metal field U.S. Army mess gear 
and drink hot coffee from a tin cup with a folding 
handle that somehow frequently tended to collapse 
as I moved from the serving lines to the table. It was 
in the CCC that I decided that serving in the military 
could be an option for my future. 

Instead of being sent to the forests to clear wooded 
areas and build roads, I was assigned to duty at the 
Army Finance Office at the fort, typing allotment 
checks for CCC enrollees. My earlier training in a 
business college in Birmingham, mentioned in my 
enrollment record, probably resulted in the assign- 
ment. 

It was not a bad life. My CCC service provided 
monthly government checks for twenty-five dollars 
for my grandmother and five dollars a month for 
myself as spending money. I was. able to continue 
my hobby as a radio amateur with low power home- 
made equipment from my tent and was invited by a 
friend to join the Naval Reserve Unit at Georgia Tech. 

Upon joining, I was issued Navy uniforms and 
hastily trained. As a sailor and ordered to training 
duty as a “striker” in the radio room of a destroyer, 
the U.S.S. Babbitt. Questions arose by the Army as 
as to whether it was legal for me to be granted mili- 
tary leave with pay while on training duty with pay 
in the Navy. Fortunately, the decision was in my fa- 
vor. This was my first experience as a uniformed 
member of the U.S. Naval Service. 

In early 1937, while serving in my Civil Service 
civilian appointment at the Veterans Hospital in Au- 
gusta, Georgia, I asked for a discharge from the Na- 
val Reserve to enlist in the U.S. Marine Corps Fleet 
Reserve Battalion being organized in Augusta. 

Enlisting as a Private, and quickly learning the 
manual of arms and traditions of the Marine Corps 
in our weekly paid drill sessions, I advanced through 
the ranks to Battalion Sergeant Major as the Marine 
Corps began building up for possible war with Ger- 
many. 

Attending all of the drill sessions and summer 
encampments at Parris Island, SC and the Marine 
Corps Base at Quantico, VA., I began preparing my- 
self for commission as a Second Lieutenant in the 
Corps. Being only a high school graduate and almost 
25 years old at the time, I questioned if I could qualify 
for a commission. My battalion was mobilized for 
continuous active duty in the fall of 1940 and sent to 
the Marine Barracks at the Norfolk Navy Yard in 


that I received my commission as Second Lieuten- 
ant in the Marine Corps Reserve. Becoming an of- 
ficer in the Marine Corps opened new opportunities 
never before dreamed. When Japanese carrier-based 
planes bombed Pearl Harbor on December 7, 1941 I 
was stationed at the Marine Barracks, Parris Island, 
SC, assigned as Assistant to the Communications 
Officer. On Sunday of the attack I was on standby 
duty, since the Communication Officer, a Marine 
Corps Major, was on leave. Having no office duties 
that Sunday, I had donned my fatigue uniform and 
was surf fishing on the beach when the Command- 
ing General’s car approached and braked to a fast 
stop in the sand. 1 was startled when the General’s 
driver leaped out of the car and ran over to me, shout- 
ing, “General Breckinridge wishes to see you imme- 
diately.” 

“What have I done now,” I asked myself: as I 
tried to think what I could have done wrong. 

When I implored the driver to take me by my 
quarters to change to the uniform of the day, I was 
told that the General wanted me immediately, and 
that I should report to him in my fatigues. This con- 
vinced me that I must be in deep trouble. 

Knocking lightly on the General’s door, it was 
opened and there he stood, in the center of his office, 
along with the chief of staff, operations officer, and 
the aide de camp, all with somber faces. I was con- 
vinced that I was in for a severe reprimand, even dis- 
missal trom the Service. My feelings changed com- 
pletely when the General barked, “Open the safe, 
Lieutenant, I want to retrieve the war plans. The Japa- 
nese have just attacked Pear Harbor.” 

I did not respond with the usual, “Aye, aye, Sir,” 
but, dumbfounded, hurried over to the safe. With 
trembling hands, I twirled the dials and opened it. I 
was then dismissed and, although still in shock at 
the news, I was glad to be out of the General’s office. 

In the months that followed, I was ordered to tem- 
porary duty at several Army and Navy commands 
for orientation and training in radar and communica- 
tions equipment and maintenance. One of these tem- 
porary duty assignments was at the Headquarters of 
the U.S. Navy in the building adjacent to the White 
House. One morning, I met Admiral Richard Evelyn 
BYrd who had been called to active duty to plan a 
flight to Antarctica. I first met him and chatted with 
him in the men’s room, where he shaved every mormn- 
ing. 

Later, I spent a couple of weeks at the Navy’s 
Lighter Than Air Facility at Lakehurst, N.J., where I 
made several flights aboard a Navy blimp as an ob- 
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server, searching for German submarines cruising off 
the Atlantic coast. While attending the Army Signal 
Officers School at Fort Monmouth, N.J., my room- 
mate was Ist Lieutenant Mel Allen, the well known 
radio sports announcer from Chicago. He did me a 
great favor about two o’clock one morning. He drove 
me to the base hospital where I was admitted with 
acute appendicitis followed by an emergency opera- 
tion and three weeks hospitalization. After that, I was 
sent to the Army Radar School in Stewart, Florida 
for lengthy training in the new and vitally important 
air search and gunfire radar equipment, designed to 
scan the skies for and identify aircraft as friend or 
foe. 

The Marine Corps wanted to be certain I was also 
familiar with Navy radar, so I was then sent to the 
Naval Air Station in Corpus Christi Texas, where I 
learned about Navy search radar and how to operate 
and maintain it. While there, the Navy instructed me 
how to stay afloat if I fell overboard from a ship or 
parachuted from a plane into the ocean. 

I was required to jump feet first from a diving 
platform twenty feet above deep water. The purpose 
was to teach survival in keeping afloat by removing 
shoes and trousers after hitting the water, using’ the 
pants upside ‘down as an’ air pocket to sustain the 
head above water. I don’t mind saying now that, at 
the time I was struggling through the procedure, I 
thought I was going to drown. I didn’t. 

In 1943, as a Major in the Corps, stationed at the 
Marine Corps Air Facility, in Santa Barbara. Califor- 
nia, I received orders to report to San Diego for fur- 
ther assignment to the Pacific theatre OJ operations. 
I had no more than arrived in San Diego when I re- 
ceived orders to board the U.S.S. Feland, an attack 
transport destined for Pacific duty. There was no ad- 
vance warning that I would be in charge of a contin- 
gent of enlisted Marine technicians along with two 
large cargo trucks and two huge trailers of radar 
equipment. When | boarded the ship I was also told 
I was senior Marine Corps officer aboard with 700 
eager young Marine pilots under my charge. I soon 
learned that the officers were not allowed to sit down 
at the mess tables until I entered the mess hall and 


gave then: permission. I was late for mess only once, * 


the first time I entered the mess cabin. 

The voyage was slightly longer than ten days of 
zigzagging the ocean before it was announced the 
vessel was crossing the equator and I realized then 
that we were headed for the South Pacific. I will not 
describe all of the ceremonies service personnel must 
endure when crossing the equator for the first time 
on a Navy ship. I will tell you I was ordered to strip 


to the waist, kneel and kiss the royal and highly 
greased bare stomach of the biggest sailor on the ship. 
I did this without question, because I had earlier ob- 
served another large sailor shoving hesitant Marines 
into the greasy stomach of the target. 

My temporary destination was Pago Pago in 
American Samoa. There, my men and equipment 
were downloaded and assigned to Marine Air Group 
13 staging there. I had never been to a tropical is- 
land, so the beautiful green mountains and the na- 
tive culture fascinated me. The native Samoans were 
friendly people, clad in the island barest of necessi- 
ties and living simple lives. It did not take me long 
to learn also that it rained every day on the. Pago 
Pago, where we were docked, I later learned, receives 
over 300 inches of rain annually. While there, I stud- 
ied my secret radar manuals thoroughly and, with 
my men, assembled and tested the radar equipment. 
I was amazed that we could 

Our visitor was none other than Charles A. 
Lindbergh who had flown to Kwajalein with a F4U 
plane to demonstrate to our Marine aviators how to 
carry two one-thousand-pound bombs under the 
wings of Corsairs. Years later, by then Brigadier Gen- 
eral Charles A. Lindbergh and I had a pleasant day 
and evening together in Birmingham, Alabama as we 
celebrated Veterans Day in 1972. 

After that, | accompanied some of my General’s 
staff on an information-gathering visit to Guam, 
Tinian, and Saipan. On the latter island, some sniper 
fire was still going on, but I did not see any live Japa- 
nese. I also had the opportunity to go as a surveil- 
lance observer on a Marine PBJ aircraft flight in the 
area between Saipan and Iwo Jima. It was a flight of 
several hours, during which we did not detect any 
enemy planes or ships. 

An interesting sidelight of my stay on Kwajalein 
was, when things became quiet and most of the Japa- 
nese airfields within range had been destroyed; one 
of my communications men came up with the idea 
to put a radio broadcasting station on the air to enter- 
tain troops. After determining we had enough Japa- 
nese parts and tubes, as well as some of our own, we 
put together a 50-watt AM broadcast station. 

After nearby Japanese strongholds on Roi-Namur 
and Eniwetok were secured by the Navy and Ma- 
rines, I visited Roi-Namur to view the results of the 
battle firsthand. In checking names on the fresh graves 
with little white crosses, I noted one that was in- 
scribed” Acuila 1. Dyess, Lt. Cot, USMCR.” Sev- 
eral years earlier, Captain Dyess had been my com- 
manding officer in the old 19th Battalion, Fleet Ma- 
rine Reserve, in Augusta, Georgia. I later learned that 
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Medal of Honor for bravery in leading his marines 
during the invasion of RoiNamor. 

My Commanding General agreed to sign a letter 
Thad written to the Commander in Chief of Pacific 
Operations, Admiral Chester Nimitz, requesting per- 
mission to operate the broadcast station on 1030 kilo- 
cycles. I proposed using KW AJ as our station iden- 
tification and that it would be operated for the enter- 
tainment and morale of our Marine and Navy per- 
sonnel in the area. We had plenty of V-dise record- 
ings of popular music and as a radio operator I cop- 
ied the news from the States via short wave broad- 
casts. To my surprise, the request was approved and 
we went on the air and subsequently received con- 
siderable local fan mail. 

Of course, this was an illegal operation for which 
the Federal Communications Commission would, 
during peacetime, prosecute us. In fact, I feared at 
the time that this could cause the Navy and the Ma- 
rine Corps a problem, as the story about the Marine 
Corps broadcast station on Kwajalein made the press 
in the States. Just before I left Kwajalein, late in 1944, 
to return to the States for duty at Headquarters, Ma- 
rine Corps in Washington, the Army’s Armed Forces 
Radio contingent arrived on the island and installed 
a higher powered broadcast station and we dismantled 
ours. ~ In Washington, I was assigned to the Marine 
Corps Division of Aviation, where I participated in 
the updating of squadron and air group communica- 
tions equipment requirements. Shortly after I reported 
for duty in Washington, I was surprised when I was 
awarded the Bronze Star with combat V, for bravery 
during enemy attacks, by the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, Lieutenant General Archibald 
Vandegrift, in his office. 

I knew nothing about the Manhattan Project, and 
was prepared to return to the Pacific for duty with 
the invasion of the Japanese mainland. News of the 
two atomic bombs being dropped on Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki was as big a surprise as had been the Pearl 
Harbor bombing. 

After the war ended, it took several months to 
decide whether to ask for retention for a career in the 
Corps or return to civilian life and continue as a 
Marine Reservist. Learning I could count my active 
military service toward Civil Service retirement and 
that Public Law 346(GI Bill of Rights) made it pos- 
sible to go to college at government expense, I de- 
cided to leave active duty and return to the Veterans 
Administration. 

My first postwar Civil Service assignments were 
as Finance Officer of two VA hospitals in Atlanta 
where, at the same time, I organized and was Com- 


serve Ground Control of Intercept Squadron. Before 
I could begin my college studies, I accepted a better 
position at the VA Regional Office in Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

I retained my Reserve assignment with the 
MGCIS at the Naval Air Station in Atlanta until June, 
195Q, when the Marine Corps again ordered me to 
continuous active duty with assignment as electron- 
ics officer on the staff of the Commanding General, 
Fleet Marine Air Command, Pacific. 

After two years, and as the Korean War was wind- 
ing down and after I had been promoted to Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, I was released from active duty, return- 
ing to the Veterans Administration, this time as an 
auditor on the staff of the Comptroller for the VA in 
Washington, DC. This gave me an opportunity to 
enroll in evening classes at George Washington Uni- 
versity where I earned Bachelor of Arts and Master 
of Arts degrees, while employed full time at the VA 

While in Washington, I organized a Marine Corps 
Air Reserve Group, made up of pilots and ground 
officers, at the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, DC. I 
served as Commanding Officer of the Reserve orga- 
nization until I accepted a position with the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta as Chief of Finance 
and Budget for the decentralized Public health Ser- 
vice Agency. In this civilian position, I was a Con- 
gressional Budget witness for several years and trav- 
eled extensively for the organization while supervis- 
ing a staff of some 60 employees. It was while serv- 
ing the CDC that the organization virtually elimi- 
nated polio, whooping cough, and measles in the 
United States. 

In Atlanta, I again organized a volunteer group 
of Marine Reserve aviators and ground officers and 
became their Commanding Officer at the Naval Air 
Station in Marietta. Also, while in Atlanta, I was 
elected national President of the Marine Corps Re- 
serve Officers Association. For years, the Marines 
had only five reserve general officer billets. I was 
very fortunate to be recommended by the Comman- 
dant of the Marine Corps and President Nixon for 
flag rank and was approved by the United States Sen- 
ate for promotion. I received my star at ceremonies 
in the Office of the Commandant of the Corps in 1976 

As a general officer, I was ordered to active duty, 
with full pay and allowances, for many short peri- 
ods, to make appearances at civic organizations and 
public celebrations as representative of the Comman- 
dant, especially in the eastern part of the country. My 
wife was authorized to travel with me on military 
aircraft and we made a number of interesting trips. 

For several years, up until 1972, I was ordered to 
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represent the Commandant at several annual Armi- 
stice Day celebrations in Birmingham, Alabama. 
Each year, that city gained national recognition for 
bedecking the streets with flags, sponsoring huge 
military parades, and inviting dignitaries, including 
some outstanding Americans, who were especially 
honored during the celebrations. of Marine Corps 
General Officers. These were, exciting times with 
the Marine Corps, in addition to, those of my civil- 
ian responsibilities at the Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta. 

Brigadier General Leland Smith (had the oppor- 
tunity to) greet Jimmy Stewart, 1972 Some of those 
outstanding personalities were Roscoe Turner (who 
at one time held the world’s speed record in an air- 
plane), retired Five Star General Omar Bradley, re- 
tired Marine Corps General Schilt (who had earlier 
been awarded two Congressional Medals of Honor), 
Jimmy Stewart (the movie star and retired Air Force 
Brigadier General), and General Charles A. 
Lindbergh, at that time, also a retired Air Force Briga- 
dier General. 

Brigadier General Leland Smith (met with) with 
Five star General Omar Bradley on June 30, 1970, I 
was retired from the Marine Corps at the Marine 
Corps Recruit Training Depo in San Diego. On the 
same date, I retired from federal Civil Service. I have 
been employed by or retired from the federal gov- 
ernment continuously) from 1933 to the present. At 
no time since, retirement have I worked elsewhere 
for money or compensation. 

As representative of the Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, I spent time with all of these distin- 
guished and well-known personalities. The Marine 
Corps photographer detailed to the celebrations took 
dozens of pictures in which I appeared chatting with, 
these great men. During this time, I was invited to 
serve as Grand Marshal of several military parades 
as well as make appearances at military association 
briefings and meetings. One of these included a spe- 
cial orientation at the Naval War College with a group 
of Marine Corps General officers. These were excit- 
ing times with the Marine Corps, in addition to those 
of my civilian resOonsibilities at the center for Dis- 
ease Control in Atlanta. 

During my retirement in Newton County, begin- 
ning in 1970, some of my charitable and non-profit 
activities included involvement in the United Meth- 
odist Church, including service as a Lay Speaker at 
churches in the area, service as Lay Leader for the 
Fayetteville United Methodist District, and as a mem- 
ber of the North Arkansas Conference Council on 
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Ministries in Little Rock. I also served as President 
of the Newton County Special Services School, Trea- 
surer of the Newton County Medical Center, Com- 
mander of the Jasper American Legion Post, Board 
member and Communications Coordinator for the 
Deer Volunteer Fire Department, Board member and 
President of the five county Ozark Regional Mental 
Health Center, Vice-President of the Newton County 
Historical Society for several years, as well as amem- 
ber and Vice-President of the 27 County Health Sys- 
tems Advisory Committee and national President of 
a non-profit organization. 

I also served on the Claude Parish Foundation 
Fund Board of Directors, the Governor’s State Rural 
Health Advisory Committee, as President of the 
Harrison Chapter of Retired Federal Employees, as 
Master of my Masonic Lodge, and as a Director on 
the governing Board of the Radio Club of America 
in New York City. Notwithstanding the active life 
we led while in Newton County, we made several 
overseas trips to European countries, toured Egypt 
and Israel, some of the Caribbean Islands, and all 50 
States. 

Editor's Note: Leland Smith received the Bronze 
Star with Combat V for heroism maintaining vital 
communications during combat, as well as being 
awarded the Pacific Theatre Medal, with three battle 
stars, for three different campaigns. 

My wife and I have lived in Harrison since 1992, 
Due to advancing age, I have not participated in com- 
munity, state, and national activities as I once did. I 
am, however, still active in my church, the First 
United Methodist, continue as secretary of the Ma- 
sonic Lodge in Jasper, as Legislative Chairman of 
the local chapter of retired federal employees, as 
President Emeritus of a national non-profit organi- 
zation and chairman of the organization’s national 
Scholarship Fund Committee, as national President 
of another small non-profit organization, and Board 
member of the Boone County Historical and Rail- 
road Society. 

Ihave been very fortunate, blessed and protected 
from harm throughout my life, for which I am ex- 
ceedingly grateful. If I could live my life over, | would 
strive more diligently to better serve my country and 
the communities where I lived. I would also work 
harder to participate in the challenging opportunities 
to serve that might come my way.

Lost but not forgotten Boeing 307

Despite the fact that I’ve been on the air for 72 years lam 
arelatively new QCWA member. The following may be of in- 
terest. Before I went into an engineering career as a Test Set 
Designer on AM and FM broadcast gear, mikes, and missile 
systems, etc I was with Pan American Airways as a Flight 
Radio officer/Navigator during the old flying boat days and 
later the land planes, Communications was all CW and the 
navigation was radio/df (loop antennas and good hearing!!!!!) 

Now to the point of the story. You may be aware that the 
first pressurized cabin airplane was the Boeing 307. Only ten 
were made two of them the Clipper Flying Cloud and the Clip- 
per Rainbow; two of them based in Miami. 

A few years ago the only surviving B307 was found in a 
sad state of disrepair and acquired by Boeing and The 
Smithsonian. It was the Clipper Flying Cloud. It has since been 
restored to mint condition and was recently flown to Dulles 
International in Washington and now is part of the new Air and 
Space Museum. I made a few trips on the Flying Cloud (Mi- 
ami to Balboa in the Panama Canal zone at that time) as the 
Radio Op/Nav and am happy to report that they have probably 
cleaned the several coffee stains I left on the flight deck.

I“W4FAG” was stationed at Station WUO in Ft Benning 
mid 1940 and was a CW operator working at stn WUO in the 
Infantry School bldg. My NCOIC asked me if I would like to 
go to sea as aCW RO for a six months tour of duty. I accepted 
with glee thinking wow what a deal! 1 got my stuff together 
and was told to go to Miami Fla to board the ship “Col George 
H, Penrose”. Well since Miami was my home prior to enlist- 
ing with mom’s permission at 17 I thought, “how good can it 
get”. Atthe same moment unknown to me another guy Charlie 
Leighton W4GAT who was stationed at the WD radio stn at 
Macdill Field in Tampa, Fl was also getting the same assign- 
ment. 

We met at “Merrill Stevens” shipyard where the Col 
Penrose was having a new radio shack installed up on the 2nd 
deck by a civilian electronics engineer. He told us to come 
back in a couple of weeks and everything would be set to go. 
Neither he nor the Signal Corps gave us any instructions what 
was expected of us. 

We quickly learned how to tune the MARINE xmtr and 
RCVR which was of a strange brand we had not heard of be- 
fore, So after 2 weeks of bar hopping Charlie (CL) and myself 
Joe (PU) were advised to board the ship ready to sail early the 
next morning. 

Our radio shack was newly built and up on the aft end of 
the deck just forward of the main mast. Let me interrupt for a 
second here, The ship was the steam yacht FLORIDA that was 
donated to the Quartermaster Corps by Vanderbilt just six 
months before we boarded it. Beautiful looking yacht with oil 
turbines below deck and crew quarters forward, and MESS 
hall at midship. The crew was entirely civil service personnel 
including the master, Ist Mate, and Engineer. Charlie and I 
were the only GI’s aboard. 

We were then moved to a pier at Miami port and ready to 
sail. The mate brought an American flag and handed it to us 
with instructions that it would be our job to hoist the flag each 
time the ship left port. CL and I slept right in the radio shack 
in a double decker bunk type bed and we hit the hay early 
about 8pm. I was awakened about 3:30am by the throb of the 
engines below. I shook CL out of a deep sleep and handed him 
the flag and told him to get it up on the mast right away as 
could see we were underway already. He did and resumed his 
nap as did I, About 7AM the first Mate was pounding on our 
door and yelling obscenities that I won't repeat here, but what 
it boiled down to was this. CL in his haste had fastened only 
one end of the rope into the eyelet of the flag and hoisted it up 
upside down at 3:30am.

The Mate screamed at CL that he would be hoisted up on 
a bos’n chair and he would have to retrieve that flag which was 
never supposed to be raised until sunrise. CL got angry and 
said like hell he would go up there with the boat rolling about 
30 degrees in the waves. CL also remarked that the mate never 
said anything about when to raise the flag except to raise it 
when the ship leaves port!!! Well later the Mate relented and 
an AB was hoisted up to retrieve the flag. 

Our next booboo occurred when a couple of days later 
the Master asked us to get him a weather report. We said Ok 
but had no idea how to get one or from where on what fre- 
quency. Finally by tuning around we found a CG station at 
Key West, and asked them for a weather forecast. CL copied 
about 5 or 6 pages of 5 digit nr groups which meant absolutely 
nothing to us. We carried them up to the Masters quarters and 
handed him what we copied. He said “what is all that”. We 
had no idea so told him we didn’t know but that’s what the 
Coast Guard gave us. He finally smiled and dug out a large 
book from a shelf behind him and had to decode the whole 
darned thing himself. A few days later, the Penrose was roll- 
ing so badly the Master had us send a msg to WAR advising 
them that he was going into “GITMO” bay in Cuba and would 
not resume the voyage until concrete ballast was poured into 
the keel. We sat at the quay for several days waiting. 

One night a searchlight was pointed right in our face as we 
listened to the latest jive music from the Radio right behind us. 
It was very irritating to say the least in fact it was blinding us. 
Finally it started blinking and soon we realized it was blinking 
cw apparently at us. I told CL we better tell the Master about 
this as apparently they are trying to tell us something. The master 
pulled out a handkey in the deckhouse and handed itto us. We 
asked him what we supposed to do with this. He said go ahead 
and answer them. WE found when closing the key the lights 
up on the forward mast would blink when the key was closed. 
So we started telling the guy with the searchlight to “ga” “ga” 
over and over. I told CL to man the mill and I would read the 
stuff out loud to him as the light blinked with code. The guy at 
the searchlight started off with “TO COL PENROSE”. I told 
CL and he started copying, but the searchlight just kept repeat- 
ing the same thing about 5 times. Finally the opr at the search 
light politely informed us to send a long dash each time we got 
a word okay. After that we went through a long msg fairly 
rapidly and it was a msg from WAR authorizing the cement 
ballast to be poured into our keel to stabilize the Penrose. Once 
that was done we were on the next segment of our trip up 
through the Channel between Cuba and the Dominican repub- 
lic.

Q. Can our repeater rebroadcast the NOAA 
Weather Radio Stations? 

A. The answer is “yes,” assuming that your question 
misuses the word “rebroadcast” and that you really 
mean, “retransmit.” Section 97.113(e) specifically 
authorizes limited retransmissions of propagation 
and weather forecast information intended for use 
by the general public and originated from United 


States Government stations. Such amateur station 
retransmissions, however, must not be conducted on 
a regular basis, but only occasionally as an incident 
of normal amateur radio communications. 

In your system, keep in mind that your repeater 
would be — under the authority of Section 


97.111(b)(6) — making a one-way transmission 
necessary to disseminating an information bulletin. 
The definition of such a bulletin is stated in Section 
97.3(a)(26). It is a message directed only to ama- 
teur operators consisting solely of subject matter of 
direct interest to the amateur service. 

Section 97,113(b) says that an amateur station 
shall not engage in any form of broadcasting. To 
make it clear as to what that means, Section 
97.3(a)(10) defines the term “broadcasting” as 
transmissions intended for reception by the general 
public, either direct or relayed. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Your station would not be 
broadcasting to the general public. It would 
simply be transmitting occasionally one-way 
information bulletins to amateur operators 
necessary to providing them with the vital 
weather information they need to know in order 
to maintain and operate their station appropri- 
ately. That's our claim, anyway. 

Q. What is the NOAA Weather Radio? 
A. The National Oceanic & Atmospheric Administra- 
tion is part of the Department of Commerce. Its NWR 


is a nationwide network of VHF radio stations broad- 
casting continuous weather information direct from a 
nearby National Weather Service Office. The broad- 
casts include forecasts, watches, warnings and other haz- 
ard information for all types of hazards both natural 
(such as earthquakes and volcano activity) and environ- 
mental (such as chemical releases or oil spills). See the 
website at Wwww.nws.noaa.gov/nwr, 

NWR includes more than 800 transmitters cover- 
ing all 50 states, adjacent coastal waters, Puerto 
Rico, U.S. Virgin Islands and U.S Pacific Trust 
Territories. 

Q. Where are the NWR channels? 

A. There are seven NWR channels: 162.400 MHz, 
162.425 MHz, 162.450 MHz, 162.475 MHz, 
162.500 MHz, 162.525 MHz and 162.559 MHz. 
Many of our VHF receivers can pick up the broad- 
casts directly. 

Q. The Nation Weather Service broadcasts 
sometimes contain tones interspersed with the 
speaker’s voice. Can these tones be retransmit- 
ted on our repeater? 

A. Yes. Section 97.3(c)(5) says that incidental tones 
for the purpose of selective calling or alerting or to 
control the level of a demodulated signal may be 
considered a phone emission type. 

Q. As the Emergency Manager for our local 
area, it’s hard to distance emergency manage- 
ment from my amateur radio activities on the air. 
For example, during a storm watch, someone 
might call me to report a tornado or something. 
Am I on thin ice? 

A. Thanks for a very interesting question. Your 
concern seems to be avoiding even the appearance 
of having a pecuniary interest in our amateur ser- 
vice. As long as you are not accepting compensa- 
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tion for serving as the control operator of an amateur 
station or using your station for transmitting messages 
for hire, there does not seem to be a conflict with the 
rules. 

Q. Tam a communications technician for an 
agency that generates and distributes electrical 
power throughout the state, and a member of our 
local radio club. Our daily company operations 
are carried out using a statewide trunked radio 
system interlinked by microwave and fiber 
optics. 

We understand that ham radio cannot be used 
for business purposes, but in some emergency 
situations, such as a microwave dish being blown 
off-path during a hurricane, every trunked site 
from that point on will not work. If this should 
occur, can we use ham radio to exchange mes- 
sages between operators in the filed and our 
dispatch center until normal communications are 
restored? 

A. Depending upon the severity of the situation, it 
may be justified to for your amateur station to make 
such transmissions as may be necessary to meet 
essential communication needs and facilitate relief 
actions under the provisions of Section 97.401 (a). 
Q. So where is that line? 

A. Section 401(a) says that situation is reached 
when normal communications systems are over- 
loaded, damaged or disrupted because a disaster has 
occurred or is likely to occur. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: We rely upon the amateur 
operators on the scene to use their very best 
judgment to make that determination, keeping 
well in mind their obligations to our amateur 
service. 

As an amateur operator, be adamant that it 
continues to be in the public interest for small 
segments of the radio spectrum to be allocated 
specifically for duly authorized persons inter- 
ested in radio technology solely with a per- 
sonal aim and without pecuniary interest to 
carry out self-training, intercommunications 
and technical investigations. If this —- our 
fundamental argument — ever fails, it could 
come about that there may not even be an 
amateur service to use for any purpose. 

You should know that Section 97.113 says, in 
effect, that no station licensee should cause or 
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allow the station to be used for any communi- 
cations unless “No” can be answered truthfully 
and completely to each and every one of the 
following questions: 

1, Is this communication specifically prohibited 
in Part 97 of the FCC rules? 

2. Is this communication for hire? 

3. Is this communication for direct material 
compensation? 

4. Is this communication for indirect material 


| compensation? 


5. Is this communication for paid material com- 
pensation? 

6. Is this communication for promised material 
compensation? 

7. Does the station licensee have a pecuniary 
interest in this communication? 

8. Does the control operator have a pecuniary 
interest in this communication? 

9. Is this communication on behalf of the station 
licensee’s employer? 

10. Is this communication on behalf of the con- 
trol operator’s employer? 

11. Can this communication be reasonably 
furnished alternatively through another radio 
service? 

Q. But our agency is a non-profit corporation, 
wholly owned by the State, selling power directly 
only to co-operatives. In an emergency such s 
hurricanes, therefore, shouldn’t we be consid- 
ered a public service because we are attempting 
to restore electrical power? 

A. Possibly so, but those issues are beside the 
point as to weather use of the amateur service 
spectrum is appropriate. If there is no other 
back-up system available, let's hope that the 
amateur station licensees on hand can answer 
“No” to each and every question in the above 
test. 

Q. Remote control capability for amateur re- 
peaters represents a significant expense, ei- 
ther in terms of a telephone line or RF links. 
In the case of RF, more and more we find our 
linking frequency assignments becoming con- 
gested in areas of high amateur concentra- 
tion. If there weren't a remote control require- 
ment, it no doubt would be beneficial in terms 
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of frequency usage and coordination efforts. 
Isn't it time we looked into relaxing the con- 
trol link requirement? 

A. The term “control link" only applies when 
the station is being operated under the 
telecomm and command provisions in Section 
97.213. It authorizes our amateur stations to 
be under telecommand only where there is a 
radio or wireline link between the control point 
and the station. There is no requirement, how- 
ever, that a repeater system include such a con- 
trol link. 

You may find that automatic control provides 
the relief that you seek. Section 97.205(d) au- 
thorizes a repeater to be automatically con- 
trolled. Section 97.3(a)(6) says that automatic 
control is the use of devices and procedures so 
that compliance with the FCC rules is achieved 
without the control operator being present at a 
control point. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Read, “It’s got to work. Oth- 
erwise, don’t do it.” 

The issue is one of placing clearly the respon- 
sibility for violative transmissions from the sta- 
tion. Section 97.109(a) says that each amateur 
station, including repeaters, must have a con- 
trol point. That is, according to Section 
97.3(a)(14), the location at which the control 
operator function is performed. Section 97.7 
says that each amateur station must have a 
control operator. Section 97.3(a)(13) says that 
the control operator is an amateur operator des- 
ignated by the station licensee to be respon- 
sible for all transmissions from that station to 
assure compliance with the rules. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: Of all of our amateur service 
systems, repeaters appear to offer that one-per- 
cent of our amateur service community who seem 
to cause 99-percent of our problems one of their 
best opportunities to annoy the rest of us. It is 
only through the efforts of our control operators 
that they are kept in check. It seems that when- 
ever we drop the ball, things go downhill fast. 
Q. One of our area hams believes the rules 
authorizes him to kerchunk our repeater for 
ten minutes without IDing. Most of us here 
think he is simply wrong. Who is right? 


A. Section 97.111(b)(2) authorizes brief trans- 
missions necessary to make adjustments to the 
station, but there is no specific rule that that 
limits or authorizes the number of merchants 
during a specific period. 

W3BE-O-GRAM: I'm with you. More than a 
couple kerchunks is beyond my sense of what 
good amateur practice and respect for our ama- 
teur service is all about.

“Amateur Ambassadors

Amateur Ambassadors 


Throughout history the fate of nations and their peoples 
has rested on the diplomatic skills of their ambassadors. Wars 
have been started and ended, treaties forged and broken, em- 
perors and dictators - from Caesar to Hitler - have risen and 
been deposed, all through successful or failed diplomacy 

Ambassadors have traditionally operated in a stilted and 
formal manner, and have represented their nations in an atmo- 
sphere that has not allowed direct input from individual mem- 
bers of their countries. 

This pattern is now changing, thanks to the revolution in 
transportation and communications that has been occurring for 
the past few decades, and continues tod: 

These changes now allow amateur radio operators to serve 
as ambassadors for their country, either through their on-the- 
air contacts or by direct initiatives. 

It has been said that forging good relations between coun- 
tries is most successfully accomplished by actively undertak- 
ing many small initiatives, rather than doing nothing and hop- 
ing for a single diplomatic breakthrough. 

Here is where amateur radio operators can make signifi- 
cant contributions in support of their count ind their hobby. 
Every QSO that you make with an amateur in another country 
gives you the opportunity to gain a new friend for yourself, 
and to make a good impression of our country. Thus, with 
each contact you can serve as an Amateur Ambassador for our 
country. 

There are many other ambassadorial initiatives - in addi- 
tion to international radio contacts - that amateurs can under- 
take. The following describes a modest effort made by the 
authors: 


For many decades there has been an ongoing discussion as to 
who was “ The Father of Radio”. One group has championed 
Marconi, while another vehemently promoted the Russian, Popov 
These discussions were pointless, as there was no one “Father” of 
radio. Many, including Maxwell, Hertz, Lodge, Popov and 
Marconi made invaluable contributions to the development of 
wireless communications, and each should be recognized for his 
particular area of activity, be it scientific, engineering, construc- 
tion or publicity. 


Marconi 


“Popov” Early in 2003 Ray Minichiello learned that the A. 
S. Popov Central Museum of Communications in St, 
Petersburg, Russia would reopen this October. This 

museum, a function of the Ministry of Communications 
(which issues Russian amateur radio licenses), has been 
closed for many years to allow very extensive renovations. 
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(Prince Bezborodko’s palace) The museum is housed in a 
former palace built by Prince Bezborodko in 1799. The museum 
was founded in 1872 and nowadays holds more than 8,000,000 
exhibits displaying mail and philately collections ( the second larg- 
est in the world) and equipment that demonstrates the history of 
communications, including radio, television, telegraph and space. 
To put the importance of this museum into proper perspective: 
The famous Hermitage Museum in St. Petersburg houses 3,000,000 
exhibits - less than half as many as the Popov! The Museum's 
extensive electronic exhibits - presented with state-of-the-art in- 
teractive computer terminals - range from early wireless devices 
to a modern communications satellite. 


In his communications with the Popov Museum staff Ray

suggested that, as a gesture of international cooperation, the U.S. 
Marconi Foundation should present its “Marconi Pioneer Award” 
to the Popov Museum. The immediate hope was that this award 
would serve to heal the international rancor resulting from the 
“Father of Radio” dispute. The long term objective, however, 
was to foster friendly relations between our country and the Rus- 
sian Federation, particularly in the electronic area. 

As the result of the marvel- 
ous cooperation of Lyudmila Bakayutova, Director of the Popov 
Museum, and of the museum staff, Arch, with the greatly appreci- 
ated support of Ron Wasko, N8KX, presented the U. S. Marconi 
Foundation’s Pioneer Award to the museum on August 6th 2003. 

In presenting the award Arch noted that: 
“Every day wireless electronic devices provide communica- 
tions, data, and amusement to billions of people worldwide. Life 


as we know it would be impossible without the science that was 
originally called “Radio”.

What is intriguing is that the science now enjoyed by billions 
was developed, more than a century ago, by but a handful of pio- 
neers. 

Professor Alexander Popov was a member of that illustrious 
group. His 1895 public demonstration of his inventions opened 
the door to the beginning of the electronic revolution. 

For his own sake it was unfortunate that Popov was so de- 
voted to his teaching and scientific experiments that he did not 
seek the worldwide acclaim which he deserved for his accom- 
plishments. 

It was Marconi who stepped into the vacuum left by Popov’s 
lack of interest in commercial application of his inventions. 
Marconi promptly applied his ingenuity to develop, and very ac- 
tively publicize, commercial applications for radio devices. 

In view of this background we believe that it is very appro- 
priate for the Marconi Foundation to present the “Marconi Pio- 
neer Award” to honor the accomplishments of Professor Popov.” 


The presentation to the Popov Museum demonstrates but one 
of the myriad of ways that American Amateurs can contribute to 
better understanding and friendly relations between our country 
and other nations and their people. 

The Amateur Radio ranks in our country include thousands 
who travel extensively and have superb communications facili- 
ties. While you are traveling, or simply chatting on the air with an 
iteur Overseas, why not use your unique abilities and opportu- 
nities to act as an Amateur Ambassador? 

Never in its history has our country been in greater need of 
such help.

Joseph Swartz N8IPC, was the featured speaker at 
our January 10th meeting at Dimitri's restaurant. An 
attorney with the law firm of Fallon Paisley & Howley, 
Swartz gave the 41 members and guests an overview 
of estate planning basics. The goal of a sound estate 
plan, he said, is to transfer assets as desired while mini- 
mizing estate taxes and the hassle of administering the 
estate. The basic tools of an estate plan relate to the 
two ways that property transfers at death: by will or by 
contract. Contracts include such items as joint and 
survivor accounts and deeds, life insurance policies, 
retirement plans and assets held in trust. Wills deal with 
assets that aren't disposed of by contract. Among the 
things that a will does: appoints an executor to handle 
estate administration, may appoint a Guardian to take 
care of the persons and estates of minors and gives the 
executor power to act without obtaining prior approval 
of the Probate Court. Other estate planning documents 
that are recommended include: Power of Attorney which 
allows someone else to transact business for you, Health 
Care Documents, including a Living Will and Durable 
Power of Attorney for Health Care. Among steps sug- 
gested by Swartz to review your estate plan are these: 
Review your will; review your net worth, and if it ex- 
ceed $1.5 million, consider some estate tax savings op- 
tions; review the beneficiaries on your life insurance 
policies; pre-plan your funeral; and make lifetime gifts 
to children that my reduce estate taxes. Also during the 
meeting, members learned of the passing of Chuck 
Klaue W8KF, 83, a 70-year licensee and long time mem- 
ber of Chapter One.

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In the late afternoon on Tuesday, March 23, 2004, Rob- 
ert Nels Jensen W?WLN became a Silent Key, 59 days short 
of his 83rd Birthday. Bob's energetic spirit, positive atti- 
tude, and effervescent drive, will be greatly missing as 
Chapter members continue to participate in community 
activities that he often planned, directed and brought to 
successful conclusions. Bob grew up in Southern Wiscon- 
sin, entered the U.S. Army Air Corps, trained to be a multi- 
engine pilot and was assigned, in 1943 to a P-38 Fighter 
Squadron where his long-range fighter often escorted 
bomber groups deep into enemy territory. Bob lost an en- 
gine on one of those missions, and while trying to limp 
back to the Allied lines, encounter a German Fighter that 
set the P-38 on fire forcing him to parachute from a flam- 
ing cockpit. He was immediately captured on landing and 
placed in a German Federal Prison. There were few ra- 
tions and no medicine to treat the burns Bob received prior 
to bailing out of his plane. Somehow a rare (Bob's word) 
Red Cross package made it way into the prison and medi- 
cine it contained treated Bob and another burn victim's 
infections. Bob often stated that if it were not for that Red 
Cross package, he would not be here today talking about 
his POW experiences. In November of 1945, Allied Forces 
liberated the POW Camp ending Bob's 18 months of cap- 
tivity. Bob kept meticulous notes on the food and housing, 
and had built scale models of the camps he was confined 
to, that he used to illustrate life as a POW for the many 
groups of people requesting a talk on the subject. Bob re- 
counted several attempts in each camp to tunnel out, but 
did not discover until after he was liberated that the 
German's had seismographs in each camp to reveal un- 
derground activity by the POWS which explained why the 
Germans collapsed their escape tunnels just short of free- 
dom in all cases. Bob remained in the military, retiring as 
a Major with more than 20-years of service to his country. 
He opened a small electronics store in Aurora, CO until he 
retired in 1984 and moved to Racine, WI with his wife 
Gladys. 

As a very active QCWA Chapter member in Colorado, 
Bob felt a need to bring that experienced camaraderie to 
Southeast Wisconsin. With a current Callbook in hand, Bob 
listed the address of each Ham holding a W9 prefix call in 
the Southeastern comer of Wisconsin, and hand wrote a 
personal note (over 600) to each inviting them to join with 
him in forming a new QCWA Chapter. A very disappoint- 
ing few responded back. He was undeterred by the indif- 
ference and went on to charter QOWA Chapter 162 in 1987. 
In addition to being the inspiration, founder and charter 
member of the chapter, Bob was the Secretary and Trea- 
surer from it's inception until November of 2003 when he 
made it known that he would not be able physically to 
continue in that duty. 

During the 20-years Bob was active in the Greater 
Racine Amateur Radio community, he served on most of 
the Radio Club Boards, was the ultimate Elmer to those in 
need, became a VEC, and headed the group until illness 
forced him to relinquish those duties. He organized and 
taught an untold number of Amateur Licensing classes 
and virtually touched the lives of every Amateur Radio 


Operator in his corner of the state. 

Bob cannot be replaced, only emulated. For those of 
us who were most fortunate to know and work with Bob, 
our lives are much richer for the experience. Bob was laid 
in his final resting place with full military honors. My most 
appreciated thanks to Ken Knoff, N9NBC for providing most 
of the information appearing here.

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RANDOM RECOLLESTIONS OF AN OLD ARAM 


(A Journalistic history of the 


le and times in Amateur

The fullscale war had a dramatic impact on the operations 
and responsibilities of George's new executive position 
with the ARRL 


Although a daunting challenge, the latter part pf 1942, the 
entire year of 1943 and the first couple of months of 1944 
were a good time for me. I had an executive position, made 
several trips to Washington where I conferred in relatively high 
government circles. One of my functions during this period 
was conduct of the ARRL Apparatus Bureau, Despite all the 
war clouds, the U.S, had been determined to maintain strict 
neutrality, at least on the surface. We were not prepared for 
full-scale war, and lack of communications equipment was one 
of the most critical shortages. The League was asked by the 
government to solicit donations by amateurs of certain items 
of manufactured equipment in good working condition for use 
by the armed services until manufacturing quotas could be 
reached, QST ran a solicitation and the response was over- 
whelming. The program was largely based on a patriotic mo- 
tif, although certain monetary compensations were offered. The 
ARRL Apparatus Bureau became largely my function in the 
production of lists of equipment being offered by amateurs. 
Most of the equipment did not pass through the headquarters 
but went directly from donor to user. 

One of the most critical shortages was meters and other 
measuring equipment. We were visited by a representative of 
Galvin Manufacturing Co. of Chicago who claimed to be in 
charge of procurement of this type of equipment under a sub- 
contract with Hallicrafters, a principal supplier of communi- 
cations gear for the armed services. | remember the man as a 
brash, outspoken extrovert, but I don’t remember his name. He 
offered $3 for each meter sent in. We were to collect the meters 
from amateur donors, tag each one with the name and address 
of the ham or other person who sent it in, and a Galvin man 
would show up from time to time to take the meters off our 
hands. The “three dollars per meter” became a bone of conten- 
tion. The QST solicitation failed to specify that the meters be 
of certain makes, only that they must be in working condition 
when received. The result was that some of the meters were of 
inferior brands (“Readrite” meters were considered to be in 
this category), which had not cost $3 when purchased new, so 
the “donor” would be profiting from the exchange. On the other 
hand, many of the meters (Weston, GE, etc.) were worth a great 
deal more than $3 but were sent in with the understanding that 
the donor would accept that amount. Profiteering versus pa- 
triotism, a common syndrome of war, The Galvin man (let's 
call him Blake) would not accept the cheap meters. KB con- 
tended that the solicitation, approved by Galvin, had promised 
$3 for each meter received in working condition. No mention 
had been made of quality. Blake contended, almost sneeringly, 
that it wouldn't make good business sense to pay $3 for a meter 
worth less than a dollar. KB countered with the implication 
that Galvin wouldn't mind, however, greatly profiting from 
paying only $3 for meters worth a great deal more than that. 
Blake refused even to consider such an argument, stating flatly 
that Galvin would not pay more than it was worth for any meter, 


nor accept any meter of the Readrite type, but would pay only 
a maximum of $3 for any meter regardless of its worth. Busi- 
ness was for profit, even (especially?) during wartime. 

Meanwhile, the basement at 38 La Salle Road had become 
a warehouse for meters and other “Apparatus Bureau” equip- 
ment and the task of tagging and doing the paper work on this 
program fell largely in my hands. It also kept the shipping de- 
partment busy. The technical department, under George 
Grammer, helped in identifying the quality of some of the ap- 
paratus and meters of foreign or unknown manufacture. Clint 
Desoto, then high in the production-editorial staff, abhorred 
the whole program and its extensive use of QST space. “You 
and your g**dam meters!” he used to say to me, in typical 
good nature... 

I got to know most of the higher-ups on the staff pretty 
well during this period. K. B. Warner, the big boss, became 
almost an associate, as did George Grammer, QST’s technical 
editor and Dave Houghton, the treasurer and circulation man- 
ager. | even got on a first-name basis with George Bailey, the 
League's president, during his frequent visits to the headquar- 
ters. L used to “brown bag” my lunch at my desk, but one day 
KB suggested I join the group who went to a nearby eatery on 
Farmington Avenue at lunchtime. I have always had this ten- 
dency to be a “loner,” but this seemed an opportunity to fur- 
ther “feather my nest” and I jumped at it. It soon became a 
custom and a relaxation. KB held forth with some unusual sto- 
ries at some of these sessions and I soon realized he was a man 
with a keen sense of humor and a ready wit. 

I do recall one incident at about this time that illustrates a 
sense of humor which, at the time, I did not fully appreciate. It 
has nothing to do with the Apparatus Bureau, but is worth re- 
lating as an aside. One morning | found in my “IN” basket a 
note from KB on pink paper. He used this shade of notepaper 
to indicate that the subject of the note was crucial. It said some- 
thing like this: “George, you and I have always gotten on fairly 
well, but if I ever find you snooping around my desk I promise 
you will suffer the worst possible consequences.” I read it over 
and over, with increasing heartbeat, frantically trying to think 
what he was referring to. I had never been near his desk except 
when summoned, and always in his presence, so I concluded it 
must be some kind of misunderstanding, or someone had “set 
me up.” Nevertheless, the implied accusation was very upset- 
ting. Since it was near lunchtime, I decided to face him at that 
time, but when the time came I almost “chickened out” and 
stayed cowering behind my desk. Although he was seldom ab- 
sent from the lunch sessions, I found myself hoping he would 
not show up; but he was there ahead of me and motioned me to 
sit beside him. Once so seated, he tured away from me and 
continued his conversation with the person seated on his other 
side. For quite some time he seemed to ignore my presence. 
Then, when the conversation was momentarily away from him, 
he tumed a bleak gaze on me and said, “Did you get my note?” 

“Yes I did, KB, and I have no idea what you are talking 
about!” 

“Doesn't ring a bell at all, eh? Did it shake you up?” 
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“Tt sure did, but-” 

“You should have recognized the tone, because it was just 
like the tone of a letter you wrote to the Michigan SCM yester- 
day. It will have the same effect on him that my note had on 
you.” He suddenly broke into a rubbery smile. “Let that be a 
lesson to you.” 

“You mean -" 

“Did I suspect you of snooping around my desk? Of course 
not! It was just an object lesson.” 

I was too relieved to be angry. In later years I had the 
same trouble with KB’s successor regarding the tone of my 
letters to the field. More on that subject later in the script - if 1 
remember it, 

WERS 

Perhaps my chief function during this period between the 
closing of WIAW and my entry into military service was con- 
duct of ARRL’s part in the War Emergency Radio Service. Ever 
since Pearl Harbor, the League had been probing for some 
means of participating in the war effort through its amateur 
radio membership and all amateur licensees in general. While 
tens of thousands of amateurs were pursuing their expertise in 
radio technology in the armed services, many more, not eli- 
gible for military service, were at home itching for an opportu- 
nity to exercise their skills. An Office of Civilian Defense had 
been set up as a part of the Executive Office of the President in 
the federal government, and League executives, primarily Presi- 
dent Bailey and Managing Secretary Warner, had made con- 
tact at the top level. The OCD was much interested in using 
amateurs and amateur equipment for civilian defense commu- 
nications purposes. The difficulty was in details of how such a 
system could be set up, and these details were delegated to 
lower levels of OCD. The League was very anxious to get 
amateurs involved in this effort to the maximum extent. As 
acting communications manager I carried the brunt of most of 
the details, including contact with working levels of OCD and, 
eventually, the FCC, This meant many trips to Washington, the 
first one to see President Bailey, who was then working for the 
Office of Scientific Research and Development. Although an 
experienced communicator and no stranger to its organizational 
aspects, I was a neophyte in the crowded wartime Washington 
scene. George gave me some instructions in behavior, proce- 
dure and protocol to get me started. I got the feeling that he 
was skeptical as to my ability to handle it, as I was myself. I 
never did get fully acclimated to the Washington government 
scene of bureaucratic predators, but managed at least to stay 
out of trouble as I went from office to office and became ac- 
quainted with working level officials of OCD, FCC, the Signal 
Corps of the U.S. Army, Naval Communications and several 
other government agencies involved in or concerned with the 
plans being proposed by OCD for a radio communications or- 
ganization composed mostly of volunteer civilians, a majority 
being stay-at-home holders of amateur licenses or no-call LSPH 
(Licensed Since Pearl Harbor) licensees. Yes, FCC, after an 
initial hiatus, resumed issuing amateur licenses, although no 
on-the-air operation was permitted. 

Once the initial guidelines were set up, after what seemed 
interminable negotiations with and between innumerable gov- 
ernment agencies, FCC came out with a set of Rules and Regu- 
lations for the War Emergency Radio Service. This was not an 
Amateur Service organization and its R & R were not a part of 
the Amateur Radio Regulations (Part 12). Licenses were to be 
issued to local governments (towns, boroughs, cities or coun- 
ties) under an officer thereof as trustee and administered by a 


communications officer. and radio officer. The latter was the 
head honcho of WERS operations. WERS operators had spe- 
cial permits, for which the holder must have a commercial or 
amateur operator license of any grade. All operation was re- 
stricted to the 112-115 Mc. band. The detailed regulations 
would be too wordy to include herewith, but from the very 
beginning it appeared that amateurs would do most of the or- 
ganizing, operating and even building of equipment for this 
new civilian defense system, and so naturally the League, mean- 
ing mostly I, would be heavily involved. 

And I was. Involved, that is, at local, county, state and 
federal levels. I was not actually a leader at any of these levels. 
In my local Newington group the leader was Radio Aide Charlie 
McLeod, W1AVN. We operated under the auspices of the lic- 
ensee, which was Hartford County; but I remember a dispute 
arising as to whether a town or city within a county could be 
licensed independent of the county licensee. The controversy 
was resolved when FCC arbitrarily issued a WERS license to 
the Town of Manchester, Conn., independent of the Hartford 
County licensee. FCC contended that Manchester had met all 
the requirements for licensing and they had no reason not to 
issue the license and refused to revoke it. OCD preferred li- 
censing by counties but was thus unable to enforce this prefer- 
ence. As a consequence, small cities, towns, boroughs, town- 
ships all over the country started taking out independent lic- 
ensees, and the licensing picture soon became a hodge podge. 

The League supported the OCD position, but only nomi- 
nally. We took no overt action to try to persuade smaller enti- 
ties to stay within their county organizations. I did write an 
article or two in QST outlining the advantages of county orga- 
nization, but these were informational only, at the behest of 
OCD, not intended as propaganda, 

Although active at the national level through QST and 
maintaining contacts in the federal government, | participated 
on my own time at the local level. I remember getting a request 
from the state veteran's hospital in Rocky Hill to conduct a 
class among the hospital's residents to enable them to qualify 
as WERS operators. I undertook this only with the understand- 
ing that the class would not be restricted to hospital residents 
or veterans. As a result we had an initial enrollment of about 
40 pupils, which rapidly dwindled to about 20, Most of these 
were people who had no concept of the requirements of com- 
municators even at the commercial third class level, but all of 
whom were eager to made some kind of contribution to the 
war effort, an attitude that was typical of the times. I brought 
them to 3rd class commercial level of competence and quite 
above it during the six-week course of once-a-week sessions 
of two hours each, and thoroughly enjoyed it. At the conclu- 
sion I received a commendation from the head honcho of the 
hospital for my efforts. I received no payor any other kind of 
compensation except my own self-satisfaction, nor had I ex- 
pected any. 

WERS was never put into effect, and was not really a suc- 
cess. Of course there never was a need for a civilian defense 
effort in this country other than preparedness, so how it would 
have stood up under an actual enemy attack will never be 
known. In my estimation, however, it would not have been very 
effective, mostly because of inadequate handling at the federal 
level arising largely from controversy between FCC and OCD, 
the former part of the congressional or legislative branch, the 
latter part of the executive branch, which were often at odds 
with each other. 

WERS continued in operation until after the Japanese sur- 
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render, and then was discontinued. Although largely operated 
by amateurs, it is not an amateur radio success story, princi- 
pally for reasons intimated above. Such being the case, it is 
just as well that it was not officially an amateur radio service. 

GREETING 

The salutation was not plural, as usually depicted, but sin- 
gular. I remember it well for, being something of a grammarian 
and etymologist; it struck me with its unusualness. I received it 
in the early part of 1943 while at my full stature and preoccu- 
pation as ARRL’s acting communications manager. I was at 
last classified I-A in the draft, meaning I was subject to imme- 
diate call to serve in the armed forces. It also explained my 
tights, one of which was to appeal the classification on the 
basis of being employed by an essential industry or other oc- 
cupation essential to the war effort. Up to this point my classi- 
fication had been 3-A, a married man with dependents. When 
the draft boards ran out of physically fit young unmarried men 
they started reclassifying married men without children from 
3-A to I-A, starting with the youngest, in order to fill their quo- 
tas. I had known this was coming but not quite so soon. Never- 
theless, I accepted it calmly and soothed Louise’s fears by say- 
ing I was sure I could be deferred. 

I took the notice immediately to my boss, K.B, Warner, 
and he promised to make an immediate appeal. He did so and 
the two of us appeared before the draft board, I to answer ques- 
tions regarding my type of employment, KB to explain why I 
was essential. It was a tough encounter, KB waxing eloquently 
on the subject, using arguments I never would have thought of. 
The board was unable, at first, to understand why an employee 
of a hobby membership organization was more essential to the 
war effort than military service. KB patiently but forcefully 
explained the unusual nature of the job, the importance of 
WERS to civilian defense communication and the near impos- 
sibility of finding a replacement with the required qualifica- 
tions. I was much impressed with his presentation, to the ex- 
tent that I began to think of myself as much more important 
than I had realized. The board was finally convinced of the 
importance of the job, but not that I was irreplaceable. They 
agreed to defer me for three months, by which time a. replace- 
ment should be found so I could serve in the military. KB de- 
murred, but the case was summarily dismissed. I was free for 
another three months, KB assured me it would be six months 
to a year before they got around to reclassifying me again, and 
he was so sure of this that he made no effort to replace me. 

Six months later, almost to the day, I received another greet- 
ing letter and KB again appealed. KB was full of confidence, 
assured me he knew how to handle them now and he could get 
as many deferments as I needed until the war was over. It was 
in the fall of 1943 that we went down for the second appeal, 
and KB was again masterful, succeeded in getting another three- 
month deferment. This time it seemed easier than before and I 
began to think he was right and that I would not have to serve. 
However, the prospect seemed less joyful when, as we were 
leaving, one of the board members said to me, with a sneer, 
“You just don’t want to serve, do you?” It shook me. It was 
right then that I determined this would be my last appeal. The 
man was right, I didn’t want to leave Louise and my new job 
with good prospects for the future, to serve as a buck private in 
the Army and maybe get killed. If the war ended before my 
deferment was up, I would be considered a “draft dodger,” a 
“slacker.” If the war was still going strong and I went into ser- 
vice, my serene life style would be disrupted and I might get 
killed. Talk about mixed emotions! 


When my third reclassification arrived in February of 1944 
Itold KB I wanted no more deferments that I was going to take 
my medicine and he would have to find a replacement for me. 
Lil certainly was not capable, although closer to it than anyone 
who would remain at the headquarters realized. What was 
needed was a licensed amateur with some experience and in- 
telligence. Lil could handle the office work, but not the travel 
and contacts. 

KB didn’t react to my pronouncement quite the way | 
thought he would. I expected him to harangue me with argu- 
ments, but all he did was show some displeasure with my deci- 
sion, then accept it. He said it would be at least a month before 
I was called and during that time he would try to find someone 
to replace me, This was not a matter of putting an ad in the 
paper or contacting an employment agency. This was a tempo- 
rary executive position, for KB was sure Ed Handy would re- 
turn after the war. There was no one left in the headquarters 
who could handle it. Someone from the field would have to be 
brought in. Louise also reacted mildly, but vowed she would 
get a job and “hold the fort” until I returned. She would have 
only herself to take care of, but she had never done even that, 
and this is what worried me most, especially when I consid- 
ered I might never come back. One step at a time, I told my- 
self. The war couldn’t last much longer. It was February of 
1944. Germany had a stranglehold on most of Europe, Japan 
was still a long way from beaten. But the Allies were gaining 
strength while the Axis powers were weakening. Soon the in- 
vasion of Europe would start. Maybe by Christmas it would be 
all over. But - one step at a time. 

My replacement turned out to be one Carol Keating, a 
young woman from Indiana, a graduate, I believe, of the Uni- 
versity of Indiana. I had heard of her but never had met her 
until KB called me into his office and introduced me to her. It 
was a little unnerving. A woman to replace me? KB, without a 
twinkle in his eyes, told me to try her out for a couple of weeks 
and let him know if I thought she could handle the job, 

Carol and I got along fine in the few days we worked to- 
gether. She was an attractive and intelligent gal in her twenties 
and was engaged to an ensign in the Navy. I showed her around 
the office, introduced her to the people, took her home and 
introduced her to Louise, then we went to Washington together 
and went the rounds of the government agencies I had to deal 
with - OCD, FCC, Army and Navy, President Bailey, etc. She 
comported herself extremely well, and by the end of a week I 
was able to tell KB I thought she would do fine. 

I was called for a physical exam in mid-March and re- 
ceived notice to report to the railroad station a few days later 
for transportation to the reception center. Carol organized an 
impromptu going away party for me at the headquarters, I said 
good bye to everyone and went home to Louise for our last 
night together. She also comported herself bravely, right up 
until I kissed her good bye just before I stepped aboard the 
train, then she broke into tears. She had a lot of company. Tear- 
ful good byes were being said all around us. I was a little choked 
up myself as I waved to her on the platform as the train pulled 
away. I kept reminding myself that this was a scene that oc- 
curred every day at railroad stations all over the country, all 
over the world. But it had happened to me only this once. 
THE WORLD WAR 2 EXPERIENCE 

Most hams found military service far from any ham radio 
experience during civilian life, but with me it was different. I 
underwent reception at Fort Devens. Mass., like any other re- 
cruit., and found myself assigned to the Army Air Corps. From 
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Devens I was shipped, in a slow troop train, to Keesler Field, 
Miss., for basic training. There was no ham radio experience 
in any of this. The nearest I came to it ~as the radio operator 
test by means of which the Army filtered out the recruits with 
an aptitude for Morse Code training. This was a sort of com- 
parison test. We donned headphones and listened to two Morse 
Code characters. The test was to tell whether the two charac- 
ters were the same or different. A hundred pairs of these char- 
acters were sent, of increasing difficulty. Lam sure I made 100% 
on this test, and found myself classified MOS 776: radio op- 
erator, slow speed. I protested to the examiner that I could copy 
the code at 40 WPM plain language. I’m sure he didn’t believe 
me but said it didn’t matter, all recruits that qualified were clas- 
sified slow speed until they’d had some training. It was my 
first

introduction to an Army philosophy or rule of thumb that 
there are three ways of doing things: the right way, the wrong 
way and the Army way 

I came out of Keesler in topnotch physical condition, It 
was a tough grind, but I more than held my own with the other 
recruits physically. From Keesler I was shipped to an Air Corps 
base near Atlanta on a “ten days delay enroute” order, allow- 
ing me a “free” furlough - that is, one that did not count against 
my accumulated furlough time. I was able to go home and spend 
a week with Louise in our little house in Newington and take 
care of a few problems she was having. 

Entirely unbeknownst to me, someone was following my 
progress, because I was not in Atlanta more than a couple of 
weeks before orders came directly from the Pentagon to ship 
me to headquarters of the Army Airways Communications Sys- 
tem in Asheville, N.C. It seems that individual orders from the 
Pentagon concerning a buck private were very unusual. My 
commanding officer queried me closely about “who I knew,” 
and delayed acting on the orders on grounds that I was serving 
“squadron punishment” because of some unauthorized pres- 
ence in a restricted area when I was supposed to be at a train- 
ing barracks. Unfortunately for my CO, a confirming order 
arrived within 14 hours and he was reprimanded for not acting 
on the “immediate action” order promptly. As is usually the 
case when an officer is reprimanded for his conduct against an 
enlisted man, he took it out on me, wanted to know what was 
behind all this attention to a private, indirectly accusing me of 
pulling strings through a friend in a higher place. Of course I 
denied any such accusation but I doubt if anyone believed me, 
even my fellow enlisted men, most of whom were happy to see 
“the old man” get his. The only person I knew in the “higher 
up” ranks was Ed Handy, now a lieutenant colonel in the Di- 
rectorate of Communications at the Pentagon and I suspected 
he must have had something to do with it. I found out several 
months later that this was true. Ed and I had been on very 
friendly terms ever since the 1938 hurricane emergency when 
I had operated his personal station for a couple of days. On my 
last visit to Washington before I entered the service, Carol and 
I had visited the Handys at their home in Chevy Chase and he 
had said he knew some people in personnel and would be able 
to follow my progress. But I didn't ask him to do so. I didn’t 
feel 1 deserved the displeasure of my CO at Atlanta; however, 
this was not to be the last time during my Army career that I 
would find myself in this position. The Army experience is 
detailed in my book, “Officers, Dismissed!” in the non-com- 
bat adventures of a first-person narrator named Howard Snite. 
Some of the accounts therein are fictionalized to fill in some 


vague memories, but most of them are accurate enough to give 
a true picture of the environment. Such being the case, I will 
proceed more or less rapidly through my Army experience and 
let the reader, if he wishes more detail.and a more readable 
narrative, consult the fictionalized version, In this “true” version 
1 will try to use the real names of the persons involved, or 
admit that I can’t remember them. 

I was in Asheville as an enlisted man from May to August, 
1944, when I was shipped to Officer Candidate School near 
San Antonio, Texas. Upon my arrival in Asheville I had no 
idea why I was there and no one else seemed to know cither, 
although there was considerable confusion as to why I was on 
special orders. The commanding officer was Col. Ivan L. 
Farman, W6MG, but he was absent on an extended inspection 
trip. AACS was the communications arm of the Army Air Corps 
and had installations all over the world in all theaters of opera- 
tion. It was, in effect, the Signal Corps of what was to become 
the U.S. Air Force, but until the war was over it was part of the 
Army. For the first couple of days I pulled duty at Newbridge 
Post, the enlisted men’s camp about 9 miles out of Asheville, 
but then I was summoned to the City Building in Asheville, 
which had been taken over to serve as headquarters of AACS 
and the Weather Arm of the Air Corps. 

I knew about AACS from having read several articles in 
QST about it. It was practically run by officers who, in civilian 
life, had been licensed radio amateurs. My summons to the 
City Building had occurred because one of these officers, 2nt 
Lt. Vincent Dawson, W9ZJB, recognized my name on the ros- 
ter of incoming recruits and had requested I be transferred to 
his detachment. | knew of Vince Dawson as a contributor of 
VHF articles in QST and prominent in this field, but 1 had 
never met him personally. | became a part of the 17 -man de- 
tachment which operated a radioteletype orientation school in 
the basement of the City Building and two outlying sites, one 
for transmitting and one for receiving. On-the-air contact was 
maintained with a similar school in Philadelphia, strictly for 
training and orientation purposes. RTTY was a relatively new 
technique then. Officers and EM were shipped from allover 
the world to attend the two week course, some of the former in 
grades as high as major, Dawson was the OIC (officer in charge). 
The NCOIC was Master Sgt. Tom Broderick, WONJL, a 12- 
year Army veteran who would have been a high-ranking of- 
ficer if it had not been for a heart problem - and the fact that he 
was half American-indian, There were three instructors, two 
of them hams: TSgt. Hansen whose call I don't remember, and 
Cpl. Ralph Porazzo, W1LLW. The other one was MSgt Harris, 
the chief instructor. Two three-stripers operated the crypto 
machines known as Sigcum and Sigava, which were behind 
locked and guarded doors because of their “secret” classifica 
tion. Only the OIC, the NCOIC and the two “buck” sergeants 
were cleared to enter this room.
